and lots the lean snakes climb into 
crabapple trees and haw-thorn bu shes, 
w'here they pierce their own bodies 
with the sharp spines and remain 
dangling u ntil they are dead.

cou ntry towms the snakes crawl into 
the wheel tracks and are ru n over. 
The Indians 
accou nt 
for this by 
saying that none bu t the fattest and 
most vigorou s snakes can withstand 
the cold of the Northern winters, and 
that the feeble members of the race 
prefer su icide to a lingering death.

Mr. Whiting Is literary editor and 
one of the editorial writers of the 
Sp ringfield Rep ublican.

Before B o’clock the forces of the 
street cleaning departm ent beg an to 
g ather on Elk place, says the New 
Orleans Times-Oemocrat. One by one 
the carts drove up, some of them 
bring ing whole families, each mem­

number o f drivers was so small that 
they scarc^y relieved the monotony 
o f the bla ck, shiny faces.
